Absentee voting is already under­ 
w ay on six amendm ents to the Texas 
Constitution and the election will 
be 
held next Saturday, Nov. ll. Since it is 
very doubtful that very many people 
will bother 
to turn out for a special 
election called for just amendments we 
wonder why these could not wait until 
a general election. 
Probably the only two amendm ents 
that are of any real consequence are 
the Veterans' Land Fund and the State 
Park Development Bonds. The only one 
that has draw n any 
real opposition 
that we know of is the Veterans Land 
Fund which has been turned down by 
the voters twice before 
and is being 
opposed again by such organizations as 
the West Texas Cham ber of Commerce, 
am ong others. 
The main argum ent 
against this 
am endm ent is that it is no longer needed 
an d that it does not permit the purchase 
of enough land to support the owner. 
Probably the strongest argum ent for it 
is that we have men who have become 
veterans since the end of the old pro­ 
gram that should be given the sam e 
opportunity that earlier veterans received. 
The 
other 
important 
am endm ent 
and one that has draw n 
state-wide 
support 
would authorize 
issuance of 
State bonds to acquire and develop sites 
as State Parks. This proposition would 
authorize issuance cf 
$75,000,000 in 
general obligation bonds of the State 
with the bonds expected to be paid off 
from entrance fees at the state parks 
The plan would create 26 new rec­ 
reation parks, preserve 14 scenic sites 
and protect 41 historical sites, plus the 
improvement of several existing facilities.
